SCHOOL BOARD'S REPORT, 


The number of children between five and fifteen years as re- 
turned by the Selectmen, is 557. The whole number of dif- 
ferent pupils between the above ages, who have attended school 
is 310. This large difference is made up of those who attend 
the parochial school and those who stay away from school on 
various pretexts. May we not hope that this item will be sug- 
gestive to those who have the care of the latter class and that 
the next report will show a decided improvement in this direc- 
tion. | ) 

It is a stereotyped phrase to say that our schools are ina 
prosperous condition. But it is especially true at this time. 
Pleasant relationship has existed between teachers, scholars 
and parents to an unusual degree. - Not a single report of dis- 
turbance or disobedience by pupils, or of dissatisfaction on the 
part of parents has come to our knowledge. No doubt individ- 
ual cases of personal grievances have occurred and the exercise 
of forbearance and charity has been necessary, but this charita- 
ble spirit is as elevating to the individual as it is helpful to the 
schools. So we trust the same spirit may be manifest as we 
begin the work of another year. 


It is the purpose of the present board to pay sufficient wages 
to attract the better class of teachers when a change is desir- 
able or necessary and to stimulate those who are retained to 
do good work that their positions may be continued to them. 
No teacher will be allowed to remain in any school when it is 
evident that another will do better work. It is also for the 
best interests of our schools that the salary be sufficient to 
enable teachers to spend at least a part of their vacations in 
better fitting themselves for future work. In line with this 
thought, we make the following suggestions: 


First, That all prospective teachers for the schools in Pem- 
broke, who have not already had the benefit of a Normal course 


84 


of training, attend the N. H. Summer Institute, inaugurated 
last year by the State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
Circulars sent to teachers on application to the School Board 
or above mentioned official. 


Second, That every teacher take at least one educational pe- 
riodical, best adapted to their particular grade of work. 
These publications are filled with new methods and interest 
awakening devices, which in the hands of a live teacher will 
find practical application. 

Our teachers as a whole, are fully up to the average in abil- 
ity and enterprise, but the education received ten or even five 
years ago, needs brightening up with new and modern ideas. 


It will be seen from the treasurer’s report that the amount 
expended for all purposes is $3,235.37. Reference to the sta- 
tistical-table appended will show that each division school in 
the district, has had thirty-three weeks of instruction. The 
sum appropriated for text-books and supplies, ($250.00.), was 
ample and, in view of the fact that a large balance of school 
money is being carried over, we recommend that no further 
appropriation be made for the coming year for this purpose. 


The amount raised for repairs, ($250.00), was also sufficient 
to put our school buildings and grounds in a comfortable con- ' 
dition and no urgent repairs are needed at the present time, 
but it is wise for the district to place at the disposal of the 
School Board, sufficient funds so that all demands in this 
direction may be promptly met. We therefore suggest that 
the same amount be raised and appropriated as last year. 

The annual school meeting will be held at the Town Hall, 
Saturday March 17 1894, at 2 o’clock, P. M., at which time the 
district will be asked to consider the advisability of purchasing 
land and of erecting thereona suitable out-building at the 
schoolhouse on Pembroke Hill. | 

The success of our schools in the future, as in the past, de- 
pends largely on the cooperation of parents and citizens with 
teachers and School Board and we hope that all personal dif- 
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. ferences of opinion will be lost sight of in the common inter- 


eat which centers in our public schools.
